A PROFITABLE subject for discussion at the recent an- 
nual convention of the Ontario Retail Hardware Deal- 
Stoves in ers’ Association was the handling of 
the stoves. The points brought out in the 
Hardware discussion were decidedly in favor of 
Store. the sale of stoves by the retail hardware 
dealer. The consensus of opinion seemed to be that 
success along this line depends on the way it is handled 
rather than on any fortunate circumstances, but that 
it pays to become a successful retail stove salesman. 
One speaker emphasized the importance of the stove 
dealer being able and willing to take a stove apart and 
put it together again. The dealer who is afraid to 
soil his hands, he thought, would hardly make a thor- 
ough stove salesman. At least he would not be able 
to make a range work satisfactorily in all instances. 
Another speaker advocated making a special effort 
to teach all the clerks in the hardware store to become 
expert stove salesmen, but others thought this extreme- 
ly difficult, if not impossible. Another suggestion was 
that the handling of stoves should be turned over to 
the clerks who showed particular aptitude for that 
work and that they should be encouraged even to send- 
ing them on a trip of inspection to a stove factory. 
Another suggestion was that when a prospective 
customer failed to buy he could be induced to come 
back again by loaning him a manufacturer’s catalogue 
with the request that he return it in a few days. But 
the same speaker advocated simplicity in selling talks 
avoid technical words. 
A practical plan which met with the approval of 


the convention was to keep a record of every stove 


sold. This often, helps to make sales and it enables 


the dealer to refer to satisfied customers and to fur- 
nish exactly the repairs needed. 


Still another suggestion was that the stove sample 
room be kept apart from the hardware section, so that 
customer once having entered the stove room his at- 
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tention will not be distracted from the matter in hand 
—the selection of a stove. 

A Toronto dealer who gained fame some time ago 
through the sale of forty-nine stoves in one day, re- 


» marked: 


“A stove salesman is hard to make. I have had 
salesmen come in, and no matter how much I showed 
them and told them, they could not sell a stove. Re- 
cently I secured the services of a young Englishman. 
I don’t think he ever saw a stove before. The second 
day he was there he sold six stoves. Today he is one 
of the best salesmen I have. One day three of us 
sold forty-nine stoves in one day, and this new man 
sold one-half of them.” 

All of which goes to prove that a good stove sales- 
man is “worthy of his hire,” and that it pays the retail 
hardware dealer to sell stoves. 








SELDOM, if ever, has a supreme court decision evoked 
such universal protest as the recent patent decision 
in which came from the United States Su- 
Unfortunate Preme Court on a divided bench, four to 
Patent three. This dictum of the court is to 
Ruling. the effect that the owner of a patented 
article may stipulate with the purchaser, user or li- 
censee, and enforce the stipulation, that the article can 
be used only in a certain way and that materials neces- 
sary for its use must be purchased from the patent 
owner. The decision has aroused a storm of protest 
in Congress and a strong demand for legislation to 
correct the alleged error in the court’s interpretation 
of the law. Chief Justice White’s dissenting opinion 
will doubtless form the basis of legislation to be pro- 
posed in both houses of Congress. Congressmen agree 
that the decision will have the effect of nullifying the 
application of the anti-trust law in many cases, perhaps 
including several pending trust prosecutions. bab: say 
that under the decision it would be possible, for in- 
stance, for a saw manufacturer to require a ‘mill man 
to use his saws solely for cutting certain varieties and 
grades of wood, and could even restrict the shipment 
of lumber cut by such saws. The decision is charac- 
terized as revolutionary. 

Certain members of Congress are loud in their de- 
nunciation of the decision as “legalized monopoly.” 
The position taken by the dissenting justices will be 
that of the opponents of the ruling, Chief Justice 
White having stated that position in his minority 
report when he characterized the ruling as “virtually 
legislating, the result being not only to multiply monop- 
olies at the will of an interested party but also to 
destroy the jurisdiction of state courts over subjects 
which from the beginning have been within their 
authority.” 

And again: 

“The result of this decision might easily be that the 
patentee selling a patented engine had the right by con- 
tract to bring under the patent laws all contracts for 
coal or electrical energy used to afford power to work 
the machine. 

“The buyer of a patented sewing machine might 
be required by the patentee to buy all the thread, 
needles, or oil used with the machine from the patentee. 

“The patentee of a cooking utensil might require

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that all food cooked in it be purchased from him. 

“The patentee of a window frame might require 
that all the material in a house in which the frame was 
to be used must be procured from him.” 

While it is not expected that patentees would go to 
the lengths outlined in the above paragraphs, yet the 
law as construed by the court gives them that power, 
and it is clearly evident that a very unsafe if not 
unsound ruling has been made. The remedy lies with 
Congress to change the law, which no doubt will be 


done. 








AN IMPORTANT conference of commercial and trade 
organizations is to be held at Washington, D. C., on 
Proposed -PTil 15. It is proposed to organize at 
National that meeting a national commercial as- 
Commercial sociation. The membership of this na- 
Association. tional body is to consist of chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade and kindred associations, 
and such trade and industrial organizations as are 
national in their scope. Representation in the national 
association is to be based on the numerical strength 
of the constituent organizations. 

This movement appears to be spontaneous, inasmuch 
as many important chambers of commerce and similar 
associations have joined in presenting in a circular let- 
ter, addressed to the President of the United States, 
certain suggestions for the plan of organization, in or- 
der to provide definite questions for discussion at the 
initial meeting. 

There can be hardly any doubt as to the practicability 
and success of a national organization of this kind 
if launched with wise counsels, at the capital of the na- 
tion and under the auspices of the President of the 
United States. The time is ripe for concerted action 
on the part of the various commercial and trade or- 
ganizations in this country. The new national organi- 
zation will find topics enough for discussion and plenty 
of work to its hand to justify its existence.

Just so long as publicity moves 
along right lines it can overcome any obstacle and per- 
form any miracle. Publicity is even superior to law, 
for it can change the law when a change is desirable. 

It is the free advertising of the newspapers and 
trade papers that makes men and enterprises great. 
Politicians rise and fall by it; actors gain or lose pub- 
lic favor through it; millionaires tremble before it, 
for in the limelight of adverse publicity all their mil- 
lions will not save them from ignominy if they deserve 
it. Publicity makes and unmakes reputations in a 
day and the man whose actions will not bear the light 
fears most of all—publicity. 

The lesson of all this is that favorable publicity is 
a sovereign agent for the prosperity of any individual 
or business. Advertising, in other words, is the prime 


essential in any enterprise ; without it, business it de. 
By advertising is meant favorable publicity. It m.\ 
be the advertising that the actress receives when ;)- 
plauded by the audience or praised by the-newspapc rs. 


‘It may .be the advertising that is given to a saw or 


hammer by reason of satisfied buyers recommend ing 
these articles to others, or it may mean full-page acs 
or reading notices in trade papers. In any case ady\er 
tising of some kind is the motive power of the sellinz 
game and without it the manufacturer or merchant 
who refuses to advertise sooner or later must go out of 
business. 








A series of articles written by millionaires have ap- 
peared in a Chicago daily paper of late informing the 
young reader “How to Become a Miil- 
How lionaire.”” It is noticeable that several of 
- ac the writers of articles in that series are 
. men who inherited their millions and 
who, in all probability, if born poor and thrown on 
their own resources would have remained poor all their 
lives. Their advice to the young man is of the same 
old canned variety that has been dispensed to soldiers 
of fortune since time began—be active, be punctual, 
be saving, work hard, etc., ad infinitum, ad nauseam. 
Some of the very men from whom this advice comes 
are known to have been among the worst spendthriits 
the country has ever seen, and yet they are millionaires 
—by inheritance. Their advice is like sounding brass 
and tinkling cymbal. 

The fact is that few, very few, of the young men of 
the present day have the remotest chance of ever pos- 
sessing property worth a million: dollars, but that 
almost any young man of fair attainments and good 
habits may become financially independent. The former 
is an ignoble ambition, while the latter is praisewortiy. 
Every man of spirit hopes to have a business of his 
own some day, in which he may be independent of th« 
will of an employer, and to almost every man the rea!- 
ization of this ambition is at some time in life possible 

Advice to the young man who aspires to become th« 
owner of a business will avail nothing if he has not 
the elements of success within himself. Look at th« 
men who have come up from poverty to affluence and 
you will notice first of all that they were willing to 
work. Take the owner of a big storage warehouse, 
for example. A few years ago he was a driver of 4 
furniture moving wagon. fut he did his work wel! 
and there laid deep and broad the foundation for ; 
large business. The same is true of the rich contrac 
tor. He was a bricklayer or a carpenter, and a goo 
one, but not content to remain there. As a contracto' 
he knew the business because he had studied it fron 
the ground up. That was his foundation for success 
his superstructure was ambition and energy and deter 
mination to become something more than a mere work 
man, 

So the yoting man of today who expects to rise b) 
the practice of ordinary virtues of economy and in 
dustry will find that he needs something more. [1 
must be willing to dig ditches or drive mules, if nec 
essary, to climb to something higher. One of th« 


greatest hardware merchants this country has ever 


seen began by dusting shelves, but he “learned th« 
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by so doing and the knowledge he gained in 

tha humble work has been a help to him ever since.

I have tried to analyze good advertising and deter- 
mine what it consists in. Why is it that one man writes 
a forceful, pulling ad while another man’s advertising 
falls flat? It is largely a matter of direct speech. Plain 
and simple words, short sentences, an appeal to the 
common sense of the reader rather than to his sense of 
music, beauty or poetry, is better calculated to arouse 
in him an interest in the goods afid a desire to purchase 
than all the high-flown, artificial language that could be 
employed. That accounts for the fact that a good ad 
writer need not be a highly educated man; in fact, it 
is not so much a matter of education as of adaptation. 
Let a man write just as he would talk and entrust to 
the printer the task of correcting errors of grammar 
or punctuation, and he will be pretty sure to write a 
fairly good ad. 

* * * 

Success sometimes makes a man discourteous to less 
successful men whom he knew as companions in 
years gone past. It is a species of snobbishness that 
the possession of money too_often gives to its posses- 
sor. To such.a one Frank H. Brooks says: 

“There never was a successful man who did not 
at some time in his life ask a favor of another. The 
nan who tried to grant the favor may not have deliv- 

red the goods as you requested. But he made the 
effort. And when you got there by your own boot 
traps you forgot that you had asked for help. 

“One day when the man whose favor you had asked 
‘rote you a letter in which there was no intimation 

' a return, you were too busy to acknowledge its 
eceipt, although you had a stenographer at your 

‘bow. You did not answer because you had a sus- 
icion that there might be a request back of it. You 
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were too busy—that is the shield for business dis- 
courtesy. Besides, you thought there was nothing in 
it for you.”” And he adds: 

“You are going to live to see the time when your 
discourtesy—you didn’t mean it—will turn and smack 
you in the face.” 

* * 

The man who has become great and who contents 
himself with simply being great is in a dangerous 
position. Pride goes before a fall. Unless one keeps 
climbing he becomes dizzy. A man who has observed 
much says: ‘Many a great man has failed because he 
rested on his laurels. As soon as he became a great 
man he spent so much time being great that he didn’t 
have any time left to accomplish anything else. Really 
great men haven't any time to be great. All their extra

hours are put in doing the things they started out 
do before they became great.” 


A business evolution. The following story was told 
to L. G. Muller, founder of the National Sales Man- 
agers’ Association, and is related by him as illustrating 
the qualifications of a creator of a new business: 

“T am in the jewelry business. About four years 
ago we were selling quantities of a cleaning prepara- 
tion in connection with the business. I saw the possi- 
bility of increasing sales and suggested to the head of 
our company that he permit me to put up a preparation 
of our own. He said he did not believe it would pay, 
as we sold but a few gross annually. 

“T was so firmly impressed with the idea, however, 
that I made up my mind to go ahead without his con- 
sent. I first secured a good formula, and, going to the 
office of one of our largest railroad companies oper- 
ating dining cars, I endeavored to secure an audience 
with the proper official. 

“T believe I called ten times before I finally got him 
interested to the extent that he accepted a trial package 
to take home. That was the entering wedge. When 
that package had been used up the maid requested she 
be supplied with another package just like the last, 
which order the railroad man brought to our store 
himself. 

“T was delighted, for I knew I had hooked my fish. 
I said to him: ‘If your maid is so well pleased with our 
preparation, why will you not place an order for your 
company?’ The result was that he gave me an order 
for a gross as a starter. The next morning I showed 
the signed order to our president, and he told me that 
I might go ahead and do what I considered proper in 
the matter. 

“T then proceeded to get up an attractive package 
with an artistic label, went around to other railroad 
companies, secured more orders, placed the prepara- 
tion with dealers, advertised it extensively, and today 
we are selling the product all over this country, that 
being one of the most important and most profitable 
branches of our business.”’

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REMEDYING STOVE COMPLAINTS. 





Hardware men are often called to remedy some 
complaint that has been found with a recently-pur- 
chased stove, says Canadian Hardware. In a great 
many cases, the fault is found to be that the purchaser 
does not properly understand the working of the range 
and the dealer blames the customer, while it is really 
his own fault. He should explain everything thor- 
oughly to the customer before he leaves and make 
sure that the purchaser understands. Sometimes, even 
when every instruction is being carried out, the stove 
will not work correctly, and the cause has to be looked 
up elsewhere. 

W. J. Heaman, Exeter, Ont., recently sold a range 
to a woman, who, after having it two or three weeks, 
phoned and said she was not satisfied with it. When 
asked what was the trouble, she replied that it did not 
give out enough heat for the wood burned. Mr. Hea- 
man went out to investigate and found that the pipe 
from the range and one from an old unused stove in 
the summer kitchen led into the same chimney. The 
pipe from the old stove entered the chimney at a point 
higher up than the one from the new range, and, on 
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that account, got all the draft. To remedy this, \j; 
Heaman pulled out the pipe from the unused sto,, 
and inserted a flue stop and then sat down to awa; 
results. 

The stove started to. burn up and before very ono 
a smell like something burning was noticed. The lac, 
looked in the oven but could not find anything Hicre 
and did not understand what..was. causing it. Sh¢ 
finally looked in the warming chest and found the rea- 
son of the smell. Some biscuits and a piece of cloth 
had been left there. When found, the biscuits were 
black and the rag was smouldering. 

When the man of the house saw this he exclaimed 
“Give these men their money and let. them get out 
There’s heat enough there now.”

HOW TO SELL STOVES. 


| the recent annual convention of retail hardware 
dealers of Ontario, held at Guelph, E. Holt Gurney, of 
oronto, gave an interesting talk on the handling of 
ves. He said: 

“Occasionally I have had stove men say to me that 
the stove business is a difficult one to handle; that it 
takes up a lot of floor space and requires a lot of work, 
and that when there is water connection in the town, it 
takes a special man to make the connection, and, gen- 
erally, have been pessimistic as to whether it pays to 
handle them. 

“There are some progressive hardware men who run 
a store without a stove department. When a woman 
buys a stove, if she likes it, you have her for a perma- 
nent customer for your store. There is nothing in the 
home required more than a stove. Two-thirds of the 
housework is done around it. If a hardware deal- 
er supplies a stove which simplifies cooking, the house- 
wife is a friend of his and his store for life. 


“Almost all hardware men might start a stove in- 
spection department. By this I mean that when he 
sells a stove it would pay him to put an inspector or a 
salesman into the house where that stove is, every two 
or three months, to see that the stove is working right. 
\nother thing, this would lead to the sale of screen 
doors, hammocks, and other hardware. In the United 
States there has been a change in the way stoves are 
being handled. Hardware men seem to have lost sight 
of the fact that a stove would draw a woman’s trade 
to the store she bought the stove at and have quit 
handling the line. As a result many furniture stores 
have stocked a line of stoves and are doing a big busi- 
ness. After handling stoves for a while, they find they 
are asked for enamelware and open a new department 
for this line. One thing leads on to another until final- 
ly they are carrying almost a complete line of hard- 
ware.” 


TO SELL STOVES REQUIRES BRAINS. 


“To sell a stove,” continued Mr. Gurney, “calls for 
the most difficult line of salesmanship of any article 
in the store. Anybody who is going to buy a saw or 
package of tacks, or any other hardware item, will go 
to a store, and if satisfied pay the money and take the 
goods away. When a stove is to be purchased, how- 
ever, at cost of $40.00 or $50.00, the situation is differ- 
ent. The spending of $40.00 or $50.00 in the ordinary 
household is an unusual event. Here the competition 
in salesmanship is keen, and in selling goods the dis- 
playing of them enters largely into the. question. I 
Was at a recent meeting of the Ad. Club in Toronto, 
and heard a prominent advertising man tell a story of 
how he sold some goods that a firm thought were 
stickers. ‘A concern in New York,’ said the Ad. man, 
‘had bought $30,000 or $40,000 worth of art prints. 
They could not sell these and brought me in. These 
prints were about 18 inches long. I built a frame 
into which I put these pictures. Running along the 
top of the frame I made a little trough and installed 
small electric lights. Then I had curtains bearing a 
monogram made to drape the pictures. One day, short- 
ly after, I went out to see a wealthy New York art 
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collector, and on being ushered into his den asked him 
to turn out the lights, draw the blinds and went 
through a lot of other rigmarole to add to the effect, 
when I showed him the pictures. When everything 
was ready I drew the curtains, lit the electric lights 
and the effect was elegant. As a result of this piece 
of work I sold the man the picture for $500, and it 
was not long before the rest of the prints were sold.’ 

“A short time ago I was in Seattle and visited one of 
the biggest stove men in that city. The samples he 
used for display purposes were elegant. I asked him 
how he kept them in such good order, and he informed 
me that he went over them every day polishing the 
nickel, blacking the whole stove and keeping it in AI 
shape, so that everything would be in readiness when 
a customer came in. This is the way to go into the 
stove business, and if a man will not go into it this way 
he had better stay out.” 


HARDWARE MEN MUST BE CLEVER. 


Continuing, Mr. Gurney said that a hardware man 
had to be a very clever fellow.. There are about as 
many lines in a hardware store as in a department 
store. He must know all the different lines he carries, 
and besides this inspect his books, look after collec- 
tions, etc. Therefore, it becomes a very hard thing for 
the hardwareman to have the latest information, about 
all his goods. Consequently, where a special line of 
stoves is carried the co-operation of the manufacturer 
is necessary. He should suggest display methods and 
other talking points to help the retailer handle them 
in the best way possible. Manufacturers’ helps, how- 
ever, are sometimes discounted by irregular claims. 
Some manufacturers state that all the retailers have 
to do is buy the goods, stick them in the window, and 
then sit in a chair and let the goods sell themselves. 
A line of this nature has yet to be introduced. 


STOVES SELL OTHER LINES. 


“Tf a retailer has a stove line which is attractive,” 
said Mr. Gurney, “and has good selling points, is well 
displayed and has the manufacturer’s co-operation, it 
will bring trade to the store and create good business. 
Re competitive business let me say a few words. Every 
department store that sells staves is great on the use 
of leaders. One of the largest department stores in 
Canada follows this policy with regards to women’s 
goods. They take their notions, such as_ hairpins. 
needles and other small stuff, and sell them at flat cost 
in order to bring buyers into the store. Then they 
can sell them something else. They have done this in 
the stove department, too. I would advocate that the 
dealers sell their leading lines practically without profit 
in order to introduce the other goods. I would, how- 
ever, penalize a salesman for selling too many leaders. 
This may seem funny, but it is fighting the devil with 
fire. 

“From orders we have received at our factory, I 
can see that in some sections of the country very few 
stoves are sold, most of them coming from department 
stores, while in other sections of the country quite a 
large number are disposed of. This is caused entirely 
by the activity or inactivity of the local dealers. If 
dealers would get out and do a little missionary work 
they would find it profitable.” 
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THE ART OF ADVERTISING. 

Mr. Gurney then touched on the subject of advertis- 
ing. He stated that manufacturers have men who can 
sell stoves but cannot write an ad and, therefore, can- 
not help the retailer in this respect. The average hard- 
wareman who is writing ads or putting out printed 
matter, should consult an ad man if he wants to get 
in competition with department stores. A well dis- 
played ad is a pretty hard thing to buck up against, 
and the local man who has this, a good connection and 
a nice manner, is bound to succeed. The mail order 
houses in the states have been successful, but they 
have been less successful in the stove line than in any 
other. One man told Mr. Gurney that it cost him 
$5 per stove to sell a first-class range, but stated he 
was willing to do this as he realized it brought other 
business. 

EVIL OF PRICE CUTTING. 

Speaking of price cutting, Mr. Gurney stated he was 
very much against this, and advised the various hard- 
waremen to get together and see that prices were kept 
uniform in their respective towns. 

Coming back again to the subject of co-operation 
between manufacturer and retailer, the speaker thoughi 
the matter should be gone into more thoroughly. ‘“Deal- 
ers should ask for more than they do now,” said Mr. 
Gurney. “If the stove manufacturer is a good mer- 
chant he should give the men who are selling his goods 
the very best he has, for two purposes, one to shut out 
the other man and the other to make new business.”

The following is from the pen of Dr. Perry Wilde 
and appeared in a recent issue of the London Times 

It is a fallacy to compare methods of heating rooms 
by the simple application of the thermometer. Thus, 
given a room to be heated for ten or twelve hours a 
day, the various methods of heating, in order of cheap- 
ness, will run as follows: (1) Hot water or steam 
radiators; (2) anthracite or closed coal stoves; (3) 
open coal fires; (4) gas stoves; (5) electric stoves. 

Both the first two methods depend upon heating the 
air of the room by converted heat from metal at a 
This decomposes the air of the 
The coal 


high temperature. 
room and renders it prejudicial to health. 
and gas fires give radiant heat, which warms the ob- 
jects in the room and only warmis the air by the con- 
verted heat derived from them, This means that the 
air of the room is warmed by converted heat at a low 
temperature, which is alone sanitary. The fifth meth- 
od, electric heating, is simply futile and has nothing 
to recommend it either on the score of efficiency, econ 
omy or hygiene. 

The gas and the coal fires are not economical be 
cause a current of cold air is passing through the fire 
to the chimney or flue pipe, which not only carries 
away the heat, but prevents its proper radiation. The 
whole problem of heating resolves itself into this: (| 
Get rid of the flue pipe or chimney; (2) condense al! 
the fumes; (3) allow none to escape into the room. 

This is regarded as a scientific impossibility. Yet 
I write in a room where this process has been working 
for many months. It is a large room, and the cos' 
of heating by gas is %d (2-3 cent) per hour. Thi 
method has not yet been made public, but until it ha 
discussion upon the subject of domestic heating cai 
lead to no result. The-latest discoveries will revoli 
tionize all our thoughts, and gas will prove an ec 
nomical, convenient and hygienic method of heating

The scale is an answer to Mr. Wallis’ appeal, when 
he made his address at the state convention of the Ida- 
ho Hardware Dealers’ association a few months ago. 
No answer has come from the other cities of the state, 
but it is probable that the dealers there have been try- 
ing to find a contrivance that would answer every de- 
mand. 

After testing through dozens of those that were left 
with him, Mr. Wallis believes that the solution to the 
riddle has been found. He thinks that there is now no 
reason why every housewife should not know when she 
is being cheated on her butter or on any of the other 
supplies that she ‘has to buy. With a balance rod that 
is graduated down to the fraction of an ounce, she can 
weigh almost anything ‘that she has to purchase, and 
can shortly discover which merchant is giving her full 
weight and which one is not. 

Although Mr. Wallis cannot, of course, take any part 
in boosting the scales because of his official position, 
he is, nevertheless, anxious for every home to have 
either this or some other make that will tell the story 
of short weight in such a way that it can not be dis- 
puted. He wants a scale of some kind in every home. 

In addressing the hardware men at Boise in conven- 
tion last January, Mr. Wallis said: ‘In looking over 
the advertisements in your program, I must confess 
my surprise that not one of you thought of taking ad- 
vantage of the short-weight campaign that we are con- 
ducting in Idaho, to advertise your scales and meas- 
ures. We are constantly in receipt of letters, telephone 
calls and personal.calls, mostly from housewives, ask- 
ing us where they can buy a cheap pair of scales which 
are accurate and which we can recommend. Of course 
we would not be justified in recommending one make 
of scales over another. 

“We have made over 500 inspections the past six 
months, and we are more convinced than ever that we 
are justified in giving this advice. A pair of balances 
ure the best thing for the home as well as for the aver- 
age store.” 

In order to get the scales accurate down to the finest 
point, Mr. Wallis has even burned the paint off the 
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weights. When the paint cracks off the weights through 
use, the loss makes a decided difference at the other end 
of the beam. ‘The office has corrected this shortage by 
minor adjustments that make the scale accurate for all 
ordinary work for years. When one of them is sold 
by the dealer it contains the official seal of the state 
and is backed by the guarantee of the state department. 

Mr. Wallis believes that the use of these instruments 
in the home will be a great help to his office, as it will 
enable him to discover shortages in butter or other 
goods offered for sale by merchants that he now may 
never reach.

In my younger days | saw many essays on the difference 
hetween being shopkeepers and merchants—the first being 
represented by the dealer in peanuts, whose entire stock 
consisted of two kinds—roasted and raw—and when his stock 
of the first-named was exhausted, he proceeded imme- 
diately to cook some more—whereupon his large assortment 
was immediately restored and complete. The merchant, how- 
ever, was a great student of affairs. He dealt in most every- 
thing from a needle to a haystack. He was entirely familiar 
with his goods—both in the method and material of manu- 
facture, and was compelled to keep constantly in touch with 
the law of supply and demand. I take pleasure in saying that 
in view of this “interpretation,” I can most emphatically say 
that there are no “shopkeepers” engaged in the retail hard- 
ware business in Colorado, but all of those busied in this 
line of commercial endeavor are A No. 1, bang-up, first-class 
merchants, of great ability and long experience—men who, 
both by their character and business acumen, command the 
respect of all with whom they come in contact. 

My message to the hardware merchants of Colorado to- 
day is to stand by and strongly support the retail associa- 
tion of your state. Take an interest—and a lively one— 
in all that relates to its welfare, prosperity and success, 
not only by. attending its meetings, and contributing some- 
thing to each one, but particularly see what you can do 
to gain some knowledge from each other by the friendly 
conduct of these invaluable gatherings. They will lead you 
all to.a higher and greater success in the personal man 
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agement of your commercial affairs. Don’t be satisfied to 
come to a convention for what you can take away from it, 
but make it your ambition to give something to it, and your- 
self contribute to the success of the convention as well. 
Perhaps it is not known to all of you that | am—in a 
sense—a partner with you, in the fact that I am quite a 
property owner in your state and a taxpayer, and that fact 
should cement and strengthen the bonds of friendship and 
brotherly love, which I am so anxious, as the years go by, 
should grow stronger and stronger between all of the hard- 


ware merchants of this state and myself, and the others 
associated with me in the house I have had the honor ot 
building up during the years that have passed, and to the 
support of which you have contributed so generously 

There is one point, however, that I would talk to you 
about, if I were present in the body at your meeting, and 
that is this: You have in your state a man for whom ] 
have great admiration He got his start life i 
hardware business, and through this fact | became inti- 
mately acquainted with him. He is a man whois greatly 
needed just at this time—and needed for a far greater work 
than he has ever before undertaken 


We are confronted with a very peculiar stat f affairs 
in this country at present, in that the powers that be have 
been most industrious in their efforts to establish as an, un- 
written law of the land that hereafter no man may cecupy 
the White House unless he be an attorney at law. Did you 
every stop to realize that there never yet has been a Presi 
dent of the United States who was not a lawyer—with the 
exception of those few men whose preparati the-hig 
est office in the land was on the field of battle. and whose 
success as leaders of the forces in war led them to the presi 
dency im times of peace? That this unwritten law is clearly 
in evidence today is shown by the fact that there is pre 


sented to the people of these United States today 
of four lawyers on one side and four lawyers on the other 
side from which they have the privilege of selecting their 
next President. 
We call this a free country and 
people. Alas! it is anything but that right now, as it seems 
i

to be a government of lawyers for the benefit of lawyers 


Take, for example, the last session of Congress—it is said 
that there were 212 members of Congress who were lawyers, 
whereas there were less than fifty of them business men, 
and this in the face of the fact that we are the greatest 


commercial nation in the world, and have over fifteen million 
of people engaged in trade and manufacture, as against some- 
thing like one hundred and twenty-five thousan 
practicing law. If this very large preponderanc f legal 
talent shall continue in Congress, the influence 
ance of the members, even though they are men of good 
common sense—of ability’ and integrity, and men who have 
served their country faithfully and conscientiously—is lim- 
ited in the final determination of legislation 

We sadly need for our next President a business man, 
and I firmly bélieve that if we had a man whom [| shall 
name, in the White House, as the result of the next elec- 
tion, within six months from the time he took the oath 
of office there would be such a changed condition in the 
affairs of this country that all of the idle men who wanted 
work would find plenty of it, and at good wages; that the 
wheels of commerce would revolve in’a more wholesome 
way and at a greater speed than has ever been known in 
the history of the United States. There is not a shadow of 
doubt in my mind but that such a business man would at 
the present time be elected by a larger majority than has 
been shown for any President in recent years 

The house with which I am associated has never had any 


agreements with anybody on prices and always has re- 


frained from such things, as we don’t believe in them, and 
when I say we should have a business man for President, 
I. distinctly do not advccate the nomination of anyone con- 
nected with the so-called trusts and monopolies or combin: 
tions. But there is no question at all in my mind that the 
time has come when business must take a hand in politics, 
for its self-protection, and for the preservation of this as 


the greatest industrial nation in the werld 
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The kind of man I would like to see nominated, and who 
if he were named would be elected, is a man you all know 
and love—a man who is a “Brother Chip’—that you and I 
have met in the hardware business—a man of wonderful 
ability, and unquestioned integrity, and of high character— 
who would not only reflect credit upon the country at large, 
but also upon this glorious state of Colorado. It is hardly 
necessary for me to add that the name of the man I refer 
to—whom I would so greatly like to see as the next Presi- 
dent of the United States—is the Hon. Alva Adams, of 
Pueblo. 

Some of you may say, my friends, this is all very well, 
but is it practical that such a radical step as this be taken 
effectively before the next nomination, which is only a 
few months away? Possibly not, but possibly it is. We 
never can tell until we try, and even though we should try 
to arouse the sentiment of the commercial world along these 
lines of saneness and common sense, and did not secure 
enough actual influence among the politicians who will attend 
the national conventions as delegates, don’t you think they 
would begin to “sit up and take notice,” and don’t you think 
that four years from now, when this sentiment has had the 
opportunity to permeate thoroughly every nook and corner 
of the country, it would not only be an easy fight, but would 
be almost a foregone conclusion—so much so that probably 
both of the large parties would see “the handwriting on the 
wall,” and nominate this character of man, who alone would 
have the following of the sober-minded and thoughtful, in- 
telligent people of this country. 

I did not come to this gathering, even by proxy, to talk 
politics—nothing was further from my intention—but this, 
my friends, is not politics—it is taking out of politics the 
most important matter before the country today. Business 
has been dull—even to stagnation—as compared to what it 
should have been, and what we all want to do is to wake 
it up, and if any words which I may have given you in this 
brief address shall meet with your approval and support, it 
will be to me a great pleasure and comfort to know that even 
though thousands of miles away, we are together in spirit, 
and that our mutual interests may continue to bind us to- 
gether with the same bonds of friendship which have for so 
many years existed between us and which have stood the 
tests of time.

In view of the fact that there is a constantly in- 
creasing demand for American hardware in this coun- 
try, it would seem that the present would be a specially 
auspicious time for American manufacturers to take 
advantage of the opportunity of exhibiting their prod- 
ucts, 

Some idea of the proportions of the exhibition may 
be obtained when it is realized that Olympia is Eng- 
land’s greatest exhibition building in point of size, con- 
venience, and accessibility to those likely to be in- 
terested.

GRAVITY VENTILATION. 


Apparently, Dr. W. A. Evans does not have a very 
high regard for ventilation that is not dependent on 
mechanical means. In a recent article on this subject 
in the Chicago Tribune he treats of it as follows: 

“What is gravity ventilation? When ventilation is 
done without fans, the moving force being differences 
in the temperatures of inside and outside air, the sys- 
tem is called gravity ventilation, The usual illustra- 
tion is ventilation by means of open windows. 

“Warm air is lighter in weight than cold air. When- 
ever the air in a room is at 70 degrees and that outside 
is at zero, strong currents will blow in and out. When 
there is 70 degrees difference, the force is considerable, 
but, when the difference is but a few degrees, the ven- 
tilation declines until there is but little air movement. 
When the atmosphere gets warmer than 50, the room 
being 70, open windows do not give much air, If, on 
the other hand, the room temperature falls to 50 or 
below, as in sleeping rooms at night, windows do not 
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take in much air unless the atmosphere is below freez- 
ing temperature. 

“Further limitation is put on gravity ventilation by 
the force of wind currents. Of course, it is gravity 
which causes winds, but there is a wide difference 
between the warming agencies of a room 12 x 12, and 
those of 1,000,000 square miles of ground. A current 
flowing in through a window at a rate of two miles an 
hour would be called speedy. A wind of less than six 
miles an hour is not much wind. 

“When the wind is blowing more than ten miles an 
hour into gravity outlets, such openings always will 
act as inlets. When such a wind is blowing into 
gravity inlets, they will carry enough air to chill the 
room. If the wind blew steadily from one direction, 
it might be possible, with moderate winds, to adapt 
inlets and outlets to them, but any one who has 
watched the steam and smoke of a city knows that the 
winds eddy and swirl without regularity as to force or 
direction. 

“And, finally, the chief limitation of window or 
gravity ventilation is in the uneven temperatures in 
different parts of the room, especially at different 
levels above the floor. If the cold air, as it came into 
a room, would mingle freely, the difficulties would be 
lessened—but it does not. It settles. near the floor, 
and, as human legs below the knees are easily chilled, 
complaints are numerous and insistent. The attention 
of occupants is diverted, they waste time and energy ; 
eventually, they put down the window and gain com- 
fort, even though it is less healthy for them. Window 
ventilation is not adapted to factories, schools, or 
offices where there are many employes—certainly not 
when the weather is very cold.”

A suit against a man and wife for the purchase price 
of a designated house furnace which they had bought 
of the plaintiff, and to enforce a mechanic’s lien there- 
for, was opposed with the contentions that the furnace 
installed in their house was known as No. 836, whereas 
the size of the one contracted for was larger, and num- 
bered 840, and that the size furnished did not, and 
could not, heat all of the rooms of the house to 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, as it had been guaranteed that the 
furnace would do. 

3ut the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, which affirms 
a judgment for the plaintiff, says, Weber vs. Lape, 141 
Southwestern Reporter, 67, that the contract as to the 
furnace, being in writing, spoke for itself, and, as 
neither fraud nor mistake in the written contract was 
alleged, it must be taken for granted that it contained 
all the terms and conditions of the contract as agreed 
upon by the parties. 

The written contract described the furnace as of size 
No. 836, and while it guaranteed that, with proper at- 
tention, the furnace would heat all rooms with registers 
to 70 degrees Fahrenheit in the average coldest winter 
weather, if all outside doors and windows were prop- 
erly fitted, and kept closed, and provided that the de- 
fendants should have a year from the date of the in- 
stallation of the furnace to test it, it further provided 
that the defendants should notify the plaintiff at once 
and before the end of the year, in case of its failure to 
heat the building, and allow him a reasonable time to 
remedy the defect. 

The wife’s mere impression that the furnace fur- 
nished was smaller than the one purchased could not 
be allowed to outweigh the evidence furnished by the 
number stated in the contract, and the testimony of the 
plaintiff that it was of the size sold. Furthermore, it 
did not appear from the evidence that the defendants 
ever complained to the plaintiff that the furnace did 
not properly heat their house, or that they at any time 
requested him to remedy any defect in it. This the 
contract required them to do, if the furnace did in fact 
develop any defects, or failed to properly heat the 
house. The defendants’ use of the furnace for more 
than a year, and until after suit was instituted against 
them, without complaint that it did not properly per- 
form its work, furnished conclusive proof of their ac- 
ceptance of it, and that it did properly perform its 
work; and, even if the evidence had satisfactorily 
shown the furnace to be of smaller size than was con- 
tracted for by the defendants, that fact, in view of 
their acceptance and the use of it without complaint, 
would not release them of liability for the contract 
price. Upon the facts presented by the record, includ- 
ing a test showing that the furnace sustained the war- 
ranty made by the plaintiff, the conclusion of the court 
is that the defendants were not entitled to have the 
furnace removed from the house, but were precluded 
from denying their liability for the price they agreed to 
pay for it. 


THE DUST PROBLEM IN MILLS. 





Managers of several woolen mills in England have 
been haled into court and fined for permitting “dense 
volumes of dust” to float in the air of their factory 
rooms. In this connection an English engineer write: 
to the Manchester Courier as follows: 

Now that the question of the removal of the dust 
generated in cardrooms during stripping is nearing 
a satisfactory solution, there is another matter upon 
which strong remarks are being made by those in 
authority, and that is the necessity for some efficient 
method of ventilation. Durirg the last few weeks we 
have visited various mills to examine the different 
systems of dust extraction from the cards when strip- 
ping is taking place, and. while we have been pleased 
with the results obtained, we have also been much 
struck by the large quantity of dust and loose fibres 
which we have seen floating about in many mills we 
have visited. In some of the mills we found it diff- 
cult to see across the cardroom. Such a condition 
of things is bad for both the employer and the em- 
ployed, for the employer on account of the greater 
wear and tear of his machinery due to the dust which 
settles on the various bearings of the machinery and 
which necessitates constant attention and an excessive 
use of oil for lubrication purposes, for the employes 
on account of the great irritation set up in the respir- 
atory organs due to the inhaling of this floating dust. 
Seeing that such a cry has been set up about the dust 
generated during stripping, one would think that this 
would be the only cause for dust generation, but 
except for the undoubted advantage to those who 
strip the cards there does not appear to have been a 
very large reduction as yet in the floating dust, and 
one is tempted to ask, Where does all the floating dust 
come from? There is no doubt one great cause for 
this fault is to be found in the escape of dust from 
the machines themselves during work. It is probable 
that to absolutely prevent dust and loose fibres from 
floating about will be found impossible, but that it can 
be accomplished to a greater extent than at pres- 
ent no one will deny. 

One of the greatest causes, in our experience, is 
to be found in having too dry atmosphere; another 
cause we have found has been due to bad fitting 
covers, or to the neglect on the part of the operatives 
in replacing covers. Again, another fault, and one 
which can be easily remedied, is in not adopting some 
method to remove the dust generated during grinding 
or burnishing, this dust being even more dangerous 
to all concerned than that generated during stripping. 
We have no doubt that as employers see the advan- 
tages which will accrue from the adoption of the dust 
removers during stripping, they will not hesitate to in- 
stall further apparatus to deal with dust generated 
from any cause whatever. We have often been asked 
as to which is the best system to adopt for dealing 
effectively. with the ventilation of the various rooms, 
but to answer such a question one’ must know the 
conditions prevailing in regard to the position of the 
mill, the arrangement of the machinery, and the gen- 
eral atmospheric conditions. The extent to which 
the position of the mill influences ventilation is diffi- 
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- to determine, but it is well known by those who 
ha e had the management of mills situated, say, one 
, valley and another on higher ground, that there 
vast difference in the conditions prevailing. The 
arrangement of the machinery has a very decided 
fect on the method of ventilation to be adopted even 
en mills are working under identical conditions 
otlierwise. Take for instance, two card rooms, in 
oye of which the cards are arranged across one end 
of the room and in the other down the side of the 
room; if the same arrangement for ventilation were 
used in both cases we should find very different re- 
sults obtained. Again, supposing the atmospheric 
conditions prevailing in one district gave rise to a 
free natural circulation of the air combined with a 
natural moisture, very different methods would have 
to be pursued than would be the case in a mill where 
there is no natural circulation, and where the air is 
dry. One method which has been extensively adopted 
is to fix a number of fans in the windows of the room 
at about 8 ft. 6 ins. to their centres from the floor, 
such fans exhausting the air and a fresh supply being 
admitted from the opposite side of the room. Such 
an arrangement has acted satisfactorily in many in- 
stances, whereas in others it has been a complete fail- 
ure. The same results have been met with when fans 
have been adopted in the spinfling rooms. 
Perhaps some of the failures have arisen from want 
of knowledge on the part of those responsible for 
the installation; they have probably not fixed the fans 
in the correct position or arranged them to run at 
a proper speed, so that currents of air have been 
caused to travel across the rooms in such a way as to 
be both uncomfortable and harmful to the operatives. 
We have seen many cases in which through this want 
of knowledge the inconvenience has been such that the 
fans have been put out of operation by the workers. 
Perhaps the best system which could be adopted 
would be one by means of which a regular supply of 
fresh air can be given to every part of the room in an 
equal manner, a result which cannot possibly be got by 
the use of fans for the reason that the air which is put 
in movement by the action of the fans takes the short- 
est course possible, and tends to clear certain parts 
of the room, to a sufficient degree, leaving the other 
parts very little affected. It is probable as the 
Vacuum system which is being introduced for the 
removal of stripping dust becomes more generally 
adopted extensions will be made on the same prin- 
ciple for the purpose of removing both dust and 
foul air. There are certain dangers attending the 
installation of any induced system of air supply, par- 
ticularly when the atmosphere is charged with floating 
dust particles or when fogs are prevalent. We have 
known cases where constant complaints have been 
received concerning dirty black yarn, and when the 
cause has been sought for it has been found to lie 
with the ventilation system. The high-speed air cur- 
rents which have been set up by the fans have carried 
along with them any light dirt which may be held by 
the air in suspension, and this dirt has eventually 
settled on the yarn being spun. This leads one to 
another matter which will no doubt receive attention 
in the general schemes of ventilation which may be 
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adopted, and that is some method of washing or 
otherwise separating the dirt particles from the enter- 
ing air. Very great advantages could accrue to all 
concerned if some method of washing, heating or cool- 
ing as required, and at the same time give a fixed 
amount of moisture to the entering air, could be de- 
vised. 

Another system which is being advocated is to 
build ducts in the floor connected to an exhaust fan, 
and to draw the air downwards into these ducts and 
deliver the dirt into a building specially built for 
the purpose. In such a case as this the air is allowed 
to enter at points near the ceiling. Such a system 
may eventually prove satisfactory, but there are diff- 
culties which we can see in its application. For in- 
stance, if the air currents move at a rapid rate, the 
loose particles will be deposited on the machines, to 
be again thrown into the atmosphere during cleaning 
operations. It may also occur that cold currents of 
air may play about the lower parts of the bodies of the 
workers and prove very unsatisfactory. We have 
seen recently an apparatus applied to the ventilation 
of a suite of offices by means of which it is possible 
to regulate the temperature and moisture of the in- 
coming air between very narrow limits of variation 
and it appears to us that if such an apparatus can 
be designed to regulate the air in a mill to the 
same degree much will have been accomplished. 
Whatever system may eventually carry the market, 
it is almost certain to be one which will cause the dirt 
and other floating particles to leave the rooms in a 
regular fashion, to keep the' air in an even and moist 
condition satisfactory to both the operatives and the 
material being worked, and at the same time set up 
no uncomfortable and harmful currents.

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PATTERNS FOR TAPERING ROOF SADDLE.

It occasionally happens that where a small house is 
under construction during the winter months, and 
when it is too cold to build a brick chimney, a galvan- 
ized iron saddle is constructed by the sheet metal 
worker and placed over the opening in the ridge of 
the roof. The usual practice is to make these saddles 
tapering so the stove pipe will bind on the inside, while 
the outside pipe will fit over the tapering portion as 
shown in the illustration.

A NOVEL WINDOW TRIM IDEA. 





Ben L. Cohen, window trimmer for H. L hen, 
a tailor at Fort Smith, Ark., recently sent t rains 
the following suggestion for a novel window trin 

“All that is necessary for this trim is a small fan 
motor, the kind that has six-inch blades, a small kitch- 
en colander or strainer about six inches in diameter 
and a Dover egg beater. Fasten the fan 1 pedestal, 
take the blades off and swing the motor up so the 
shaft is perpendicular. Now you must use a soldering 
iron or go to the tinner. Solder heavy strips of tin 
to the bottom rim-of your colander, which act as legs 
for it, place the colander on the fan and puneii a small 
hole in the bottom just the size of the fan’s shaft. [his 
will allow the bottom of the colander to rest on the ‘an 
motor, with the shaft protruding through about one 
half inch. Tack the strips of tin to the toy the 
pedestal to make the colander rigid. Now file the bot 
tom wire of the egg beater in half, separate this wire 
from one of the blades and solder the two ends to the 
bottom of the strainer. This leaves one blade of the 


egg beater without an axle, and this axle is supplied 


by the fan’s shaft, which is soldered to the blade. It 
may be necessary to brace the top of the egg beater 
This can be done with a rigid wire. Start the motor, 


and the blades of the beater spin around in fine shape. 
Drape the base with crepe paper to conceal the motor 
Then pour wax in the base of the strainer to fill the 
holes, and you are ready to put in a thick solution of 
soapy water which makes a creamy batter and peonle 
think it’s the white of an egg.

The same is true of the tin 
works in England. The markets there are 
reported “nominal.” 

The amount of tin plate upon which drawback was 
allowed in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1911, was 
122.812,588.86 pounds; the drawback paid was $1,461,-

COPPER. 

The market has experienced several advances dur 
ing the past week—to 14.75 and later to 14.871, 
This upward movement was on heavy buying by larg: 

Continental 
Europe continues to take a large part of the metal 
sold, Great Britain being temporarily out of the mar 
ket, the result of the coal strike. Germany, France 
and Italy are inquiring urgently for supplies and with 
the increased interest shown by domestic consumers. 
the trade is beginning to predict another reduction 
in surplus stocks as a result of the deliveries this 
month. A production of 130,000,000 pounds, compar- 
ing with 119,000,000 pounds in February. is probable. 
The fortnightly statistics for Great Britain and 
France showed a decrease of 54 tons in stocks and 520 
tons in copper afloat, a drop of 579 tons or 1,296,960 
pounds, the visible supply on March 15 being 51,005 
tons, or 114,452,800 pounds. The combined visible 
supply of Great Britain, France and the United States 
are now barely equal to the surplus in the United
